WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. 
4 . ‘Washington, Dec. 12, 

The special Ameriean jubilation at the conclusion, of the 
Quadruple Pact naturally arises +6 a large extent from the popalar 
feeling against the AngloJepanese Alliance. For this reason, its 
ratification by the Senate is likely to be facilitated, despite the 
general realisation of the striking similarity between Articles 
2 and 2 Of the new pact and Article 10 of the League of Nations” 
Covenant and Article 6 of the Anglo-Japanese Alliance respectively. 
A disposition is also evinced in some circles to regard as a weak- 
ness the fact that the pact-does not guarantee the integrity of 
Chima. The best augury is that Senator Lodge the Senate leader 
who was largely responsible for the defeat of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, has staked his future on the ratification of the pact by his 
action on Saturday. The naval ratio question remains unsettled.

In 
fact he though! Mr. Balfour stated 
at Washington that it was the 
first shipping port in the world. 
It was also the head office of the 
chief financial instituticn tn the 
Far East and the head office of 
the biggest marine insurance 
company in the world. . With 
Qualifications Hke that Hongkong 
need net be in the least ashamed 
of having sent a message to the 
Washington (Conference.

An’ Economic Question. 

The Chairman remarked that 
when Mr. Brage said ‘he (the 
Chairman) knew of racial dis- 
abilities he felt inclined to’get op 
and say he knew of none.

At the end of that 
time, when the men had been 
working incessantly for 24 hours,

Cape Evans. 

The frst ice was met with in 
latitude O04 and the great bels of 
Antarctic pack ice waa reached on 
December {, io latitude 5. The 
ship pushed through for some 200 
railes, under steam snd gail, uotil 
ber progresa was retarded to such 
anextent thatrehe was hove to in 
the pack ice for some days in order 
to save cosl. During her sojourn 
in the jieedelds, the time waa not 
wasted, for a vast amount of 
‘marioe bivlogical work, magaetic 
observations asd deep sea sound 
ings was dene. - . 

Having passed throuzh S36 coiles 
of ice. the Terra Nova entered the 
Rosa Sea and shaped a course for 
Cape Crozier, Dr Wilson, the 
ecientitc chiel, expressing a wish 
to study the embrvology of the 
Emperor penguins. Scott was pre- 
pared to make bis base bereabouta, 
if ssuitable landing place could be 
found, Unsfortunstely, a beary 
awell rendered the position, upsuit- 
able and secordicgly Scott subse. 
quently chose a little cape for his 
winter quarters. This placa he 
named Cape Evans, after the 
lectorer, bis seco d-in-command. 

Hia people laboured with. ccm. 
mendable zeal in Isadiog their 
stores aod equipment snd in leas 
than a week the maim party had 
their but coostructed, together 
with fine stables for the scure of 
Siberian ponies which had been 
brought south, in sddition to 
Scott’s Siberian sledge dogs and 
motor sledges. A depot j:urney 
was undertsken now and nearly a 
ton of slecga provisions was taker 
cut on to the Great Ica Barrier, to 
8 point 144 mila from the base. 

Stranded. 

A second expedition, under 
Lieutenant Campbell, was landed 
aod, whilst sesrchiog for a suitable 
Iandinog, the perty fell in with the 
Norwegian explorer, Amundsen, in 
Nsasen’s litile wooden Fram.

Starting for the Pole. 

Tha start for the Pole 
mada on October 24 
Capt. Evans let with 
motor sledges to pioneer the 
way. Toa mstors were not 
successful, for the expedition took 
place before perfection had been at- 
tained with arr-cooled engines, The 
motor sledges Were abandoned 
after conteying a great weight of 
stores over rough, slippery and 
crevassed ice, bus they had their 
uses, for Scott was able to march 
his ponies without hearty loads 
over the bad surface to begio with 
and thus save their legs for the 
trail over the Great Ice Barrier. 
The journeys Poleswrards was 
apleadidly organized. Two sup. 
porting parties returned after the 
first GOO miles, when the ascent af 
the Beardmore Glacier was com- 
menced, with three units of four 
meno pulling 170 Ib, per maz. 
Thia enormous glacier is 150 miles 
in lensth and is was overcome 
without any great cffurt. Oo Dee 
3t three teams had reached 
the Kung Edward Vit Plateau, in 
latitude 85 dep. 7 min. south, 
7.000 feet sbova the - Barrier. 
Here the upper glacier depot was 
established and the third support- 
ing party tumed homeward. 

In the Snow, 

Scott, with his two sledge teams, 
pushed forward, keeping to: ap 
average speed of 13 miles a day, 
with the parby dravcing loads of 
oearly JOU Ib. per man. Os 
December 23, enrrmous crevasses 
were met with. Fortunately, they 
were Well bridged with snow sod 
the party negotiated them in safety. 
Attbhea snow bridge the explorers 
frequently fell through‘up to their 
armpita. On Christmas Eve, Scots 
was 4,000 feet above the Barrier 
and the party congratulated them- 
gelves on pow being clear cf 
crevaases and pressure ridges, bu! 
they felt the cold far more whilst 
moarebing theu they bad doze at 
lower altitudes, experiencing 
tingling southerly wind, which 
constantly caused fingers and facee 
to become frostbitteo and turced 
the men’s breath into cakes of ice 
op their beards. The work of 
observing was ‘a bitterly cold 
business, bul everything was taken 
with a spint of.cheerfuloess snd 
cnselfshness. " 

. Christmas Day. 

On Christmas Day, over 17 miles 
was covered and one of the party,

What will be the outcome of the Lloyd George-Briand 
meeting affords interesting speculation and raises once 
again the vexed question of reparatrons. There has been 
no more contentious question arising outof the Peace of 
Versailles than the amount to be paid to the Allies by 
Germany and the method of payment. 1t is on that 
matter more than any other that France and Britain have 
drifted away from each other in sympathy and friendship. 
and it is on the same account that Germany bas been 
reduced (wilfnliy or not) to a state bordering on bank- 

tev. Last vearthere wasan acute crisis created over 
the matter and during the current month the leading 
politicians of Allied countries will again have to face the

As the years 
went by with the ex-Lord Chan- 
cellor stil] hale the hops was 
entertained that the Earl of 
Halsbury would live. to join the 
ranks of the centenarians. The 
former occupant of the Woolsback 
has passedaway st a year and 
nine months short of a huodred. 
This probably suffices to make his 
casa a record among public men 
in latter-day history, He was 
living in the days of the agitation 
over the fsmous Reform Act, and 
reached man’s estate belore the 
middle of the ““huagry ‘forties.” 
The ex-Lord Chancellor “took 
six” as far back as 1865. He 
was, of conorse, ose of 
the surviving “Q.C's,” whose 
number is growing very percep!- 
ibly smaller. Unlike the present 
custodian of the Great Seal, Lord 
Halsbury, thongh be probably 
occupied the Woolsack longer 
than any other man in the later 
history of Great Britain, did not 
attain .to that high office uatil 
well advanced in life, beingin his 
sixty-fourth year when the defeat 
of Mr. Gladstone over the Home 
Rule Bill resa'ted in bis eppoint- 
ment to tha Lord Chancellorship 
asa member of Lord Salisbury’s 
Administration. He was again 
appointed wken Lord Sslisbury 
returned to office in 1895, and 
retained the office untif. the 
avalanche of 1906, when the 
Liberal Party regained power 
after a lengthy period in the 
wilderness. Despite his age, 
Lord Helsbury was one of 
the most active of Last Ditcbers 
when the Parliament Bill (for 
restricting the functions of the 
Upper Hoose}.was under d-bate : 
and, if the deceased peer was 
still able to follow political 
developments during his closing 
montbs, it is probable that he 
held no very: cordial sentiments 
in relation to the offer to Sinn 
Fein, The veteran ex-Lord 
Chancellar was, in truth, 
one of the “old _ brigade,” 
and gloried in .the-- fact.

Norwezian Composer of Late 

Nineteenth Century. 

Edward Hagerup Grieg (1843. 
1909) was the most representative 
Norwegian composer. Hi+ music 
was always national, and full of a 
Gew and strange charm. Grieg 
was especially saccessful. in the 
smaller forms of instrumental 
composition, and in bis many 
songs. . 

His greatest orchestral com- 
positions are the Overture, “In 
Actumn;” the two suites of

The success of this work led the 
composer. to group several 
numbers io the. form of two 
concert suites. “ Moming"” is 
the first number in the first suite, 
sod depicts the dawning of day. 
A charming aid simple melodic 
phase is here repeated, with ever 
growing . iatensity, which well 
describes: the rising of the sun.

Ten beatmen appearcd before 
Mr. J. HR. Wood at the sagistracy 
yesterday on a charge of vreaking 
inte B godawn at 44, Ves Vou 
Koad West, tirst hoor, and stcanng 
terefrom o4 rolls of cigtn valued 
at $ab4, the property of the hwong 
Yueo Tai orm An additionat 
receiving the stolen 
tlotn was also preferred aga:nost 
au defendants. 

It was stated by Inspector Ap 
pletcno that when ne examined tne 
roof of 44, Dea Voeux Koad West, 
on the 7tn inst. he discovered tnat 
the tiles nad been removed in two 
places and a bole, two feet square, 
nad been mage, one of the rafters 
had” been sawn through and part 
of it remcved. Lying near one of 
the large wooden uprignt supports 
in the godown re tuuna two 
broxen empty packing cases and 
another whicn had been opened, 
but the contents of it were intact. 
Arope was found outside the 
building, suspending from a small 
iron bridge which ‘connected No. 
404 with. the adjoining -building. 
inspector Appleton suggested that 
the rope had been a” means of 
escape, for the burglars inthe 
event-of alarm.

An- 
other is the treatment of the 
aviator’s clothing with a fireproof 
‘composition. which is the inven- 
tion of a shell-shocked soldier, 
who is an ex-chermist. 
. & small sero machine was 
‘selected for the experiment, and 
the pilot, s young mao named 
Phillips, was so confident about 
the efficacy of the protection that 
he displayed no hesitation what-
